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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 
I.—This Society shall be called the American Baptist Home Mission Soctery. 


OBJECT. 


ae object of this Society shall be to promote the preaghing of the gospel in North 
America. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


III.—The Society shall be composed of Annual Delegates, Life Members, and Life Direct- 
ors. Any re teh church in union with the denomination may appoint a delegate for an 
annual contribution of ten dollars, and an additional delegate for each additional thirty 
dollars. Thirty dollars shall be requisite to constitute a Member for Life ; and one hundred 
dollars paid at one time, or a sum which in addition to any previous contribution shall 
amount to one hundred dollars, shall be requisite to constitute a Director for Life. 


OFFICERS. 


IV.—The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, 
two Auditors, one or more Corresponding Secretaries, and a Recording Secretary. 


MANAGERS. 


V.—There shall be fifteen Managers also, residing in the a of New York, or its vicinity, 
who shall be divided by lot among themselves into three classes of five members onthe 
The term of service of the first class shall expire in one year, that of the second class in 
two years, and that of the third class in three years. At each annual meeting of the 
_ Society, after the first election under this amended Constitution, one class only shall be 

elected for the term of three years, to the end that the third part of the whole number of 
Managers, as nearly as possible, may be annually chosen; provided, however, that 
vacancies remaining in omy class may be filled for the unexpired term of that class. The 
officers and Managers shall be elected by ballot, and continue to discharge their official 
duties until superseded by a new election. 


EXECDTIVE BOARD. 


Vi.—The Treasurer, Auditors, Recording Secretary, and ae em of the Society shall 
constitute the Executive Board to conduct the business of the Society, seven of whom 
shall be a quorum for that purpose. They shall have power to ey their own meet- 

ings, elect their own Chairman and Recording Secretary, enact their own By-laws and 

Rules of Order, provided, always, that they be not inconsistent with this Constitution, fil® 
any vacancies which may occur in their own body, or in the offices of the Society during 

the year, and, if deemed necessary by two-thirds of the members, convene special meet- 

ings of the Society. They shall establish such agencies as the interest of the Society may 

require, appoint agents and missionaries, fix their compensation, direct and instruct 
them concerning their particular fields and labors, make all appropriations to be paid 
out of the treasury, and present to the Society, at each annual meeting, a full report of 
their proceedings during the current year. 


DESIGNATED FUNDS. 


VII.— All moneys or other ap age contributed and designated for any particular mis- 


meer field or purpose shall be so appropriated, or returned to the donors or their lawful 
agents, 


TREASURER. 
VIII.—The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive Board shall

ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT. 


IX.—All the Officers, Managers, Missionaries, and Agents of the Society shall be mem- 
bers in good standing in regular Baptist churches. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


X.—The Society shall meet annually for the election of Officers and Managers, and the 
transaction of other necessary business, at such time and place as the Executive Board 


shall appoint. 
ALTERATIONS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

XI.—No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at an annual meeting ; nor unless the same shall have been 
proposed in writing and the roposition sustained by a majoPity vote, at a previous 
annual meeting, or senemenaned by the Executive Board. 
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ACT OF INCORPORATION, 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, 
PASSED APRIL 12, 1843, AND AMENDED FEBRUARY 9, 1849. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


§ 1. ALL such persons as now are, or may hereafter become, members of the Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Mission Society, formed in the city of New York, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, shall be, and hereby are, constituted a body 
corporate, by the name of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, for the pur- 
pose of promoting the preaching of the gospel in North America. 


§ 2. This Corporation shall be capable of taking, holding, or receiving any prop- 
erty, real or personal, by virtue of any devise or bequest contained in any last will 
or testament of any person whomsoever, the clear annual income of which devise or 
bequest shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars ; provided no person leav- 
ing a wife or child, or parent, shall devise or bequeath said Corporation more than 
one fourth of his or her estate, after the payment of his or her debts; and such de- 
vise or bequest shall be valid to the extent of such one fourth, and no such devise or 
bequest shall be valid in any will which shall not have been made and executed at 
least two months before the death of the testator ; and provided that no verbal mis- 
take in the name of the said Corporation shall invalidate the gift, grant, devise, or 
legacy intended for it. The net income of said Society, arising from their real estate, 
shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars annually. | 


§ 3. This Corporation shall possess the general power, and be subjected to the pro- 
visions contained in title third of chapter eighteen of the first part of the Revised 
Statutes, so far as the same are applicable and have not been repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


§ 5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act.

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MINUTES OF THE THIRTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 


American Baptist Home Mission Soriety, 


Held in Chicago, Ill., May 23 & 24, 1867, 


THursDAY, May 23, 1867. 

At nine o’clock A. M.,a meeting for devotional exercises was 
held in the First Baptist Church, Chicago, Ill. Exercises con- 
ducted by Rev. J. B. Thomas, of New York. At 10 A. M. the 
President of the Society, Hon. J. M. Hoyt, of Ohio, took the chair. 
Rev. J. N. Murdock, D. D., of Massachusetts, read the Scriptures. 
Singing. Prayer by Rev. H. Davis, D. D., Indiana. The Presi- 
dent addressed the meeting in an appropriate and most impressive 
manner. Among other things he said : 


In September, 1833, the Pottawattomies, seven thousand strong, were as- 
sembled here where we are now convened. Here they deliberated, and finally 
through the agency of their chiefs, formally ceded the territory of Illinois and 


the site of the city of Chicago to the United States Government. ‘Having’ 


done this, they passed on to the Mississippi. Immediately the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society detailed a Freeman (Rev. Alfred B. Freeman) to stand 
as sentinel at this post. How mighty have been the developments in these few 
years! There are multitudes of young men in the pride of manhood now sitting 
before me, and there are thousands more not yet thirty-five years of age who were 
born when Chicago was a wilderness ; when the red man’s reign was undisputed, 
they having then the right of the soil. But the settlement of Chicago is but one 
fact. If we look at it in connection with those settlements that followed it, we 
shall be struck with the divine providence of God as developed in these great 
movements. God has mighty purposes, as has been demonstrated in the history 
of the continent of North America, and these purposes are yet to be developed. 
The preaching of the gospel in North America’s broad fields is open to us, open 
all around us, who’are standing here in the centre. This very sanctuary, so noble, 
80 ample, so munificently appointed in all of its facilities for the assemblage of 
those who here come to worship Almighty God—this very sanctuary is the fruit 
of the efforts of one of the missions of the Society ; and of a mission planted when

the Society was only two years old. Through the efforts of missionaries who set- 
tled here Chicago was secured for Christ. 

It is for just this purpose that God has called us into the field, and has called 
‘ on us to labor in the front of the battle in this mighty land—the home of freedom 
and the hope of the earth. We are to ascertain where in any direction there are 
these opening developments in the divine purposes. The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society is founded in Christ to promote the preaching of the gospel in $ 
North America. What a purpose, brethren! How should it inspire us! How 
has God instructed us by all these developments! How is it related to the 
mighty work to which God has appointed us ! 

May we go to our homes inspired with broader views, encouraged, armed in full 
panoply, clad with the mighty instrumentalities with which God has inspired us as 
a band of Christian men and women, laboring with refreshed hearts for the ad- 
vancement of the cause of truth in this wy empire, which is to control the 
destiny of the world.

THE history of the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society records a vigorous growth, a purpose steadily 


adhered to, and triumphs for which we ascribe praise to | 


the Master. He prompted our efforts, and has crowned 


them with success. Never was the divine blessing more ~ 


manifestly on our work than during the last year. We 
come to this Thirty-Fifth Anniversary meeting, thankful 
that we can bring a report.of great prosperity. We come 
to impress ourselves and to impress others with the mag- 
nitude and importance of our work. We have but little 


more than entered upon it. Never before were there. 


such inviting opportunities for prosecuting our work as 
are now beckoning to us from the immediate future. 
Never was our heavenly Father more manifestly wadting 
‘to crown our labors with success. Shall the interest and 
spirit of this meeting give fresh inspiration to all ? 

As we proceed in our review of the year, we first make 
mention of those who heartily sympathized with our work, 
but who have been summoned from earthly services to 
their final rest. 

Of these was Rev. Carl Kleppe, one of the most faith- 
ful and successful of our missionaries among the Germans. 
He died at Manitowoc, Wis., in February last. 

. Miss Mary A. Collier was one of the foremost who en-

tered upon missionary work among the freedmen. She 
had been under appointment two years and six months, 
Enthusiasm in the work carried her far beyond her 
power of endurance. Last Christmas morning she died. 
Her death was profoundly felt by the colored people and 
their friends in Alexandria, Va., where she had faithfully 
labored. 

Mrs. Lorella E. Sheldon, not less faithful, after laboring 
in Fredericksburg, Va., for about one year, where she, 
with others, had been ‘successful in turning many to 
Christ, died in April. 

The friends who were with these missionaries, and 
administered to them in their last hours, speak of the 
triumphant utterances of faith made by each of them as 
they approached the river of death. 

In a list of Life Directors and Life Members of the 
Society who have died during the year, will be found the 
names of Rev. Joseph H. Kennard, D. D., of Philadelphia, 
and Dea. Wm. Crane, of Baltimore. They were among 
the earliest friends of the Society. There will also be 
found the names of Rev. E. F. Platt, who did for us the 
pioneer missionary work at Toledo, O., and of Rev. J. W. 
‘Horton, who was one of our first nilasboneries in Port 
Royal, 8 C., and our first: missionary in New Orleans.

Publications. 
Three thousand copies of the last Annual Report were 
inted, and were distributed in such manner as. would 
most successfully disseminate a knowledge of our work. 
In January last, we made arrangements with the 
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tee Missionary Union to publish a monthly 
missionyy paper, to be known as The Macedonian and 
Record. The first leaf of the paper is filled with commu- 
nications from Home Missionaries, and with such state- 
ments as the officers at the Home Mission Rooms may 
wish to publish. 

That churches appreciate the convenience and economy 
of having one missionary paper furnish the latest news 
from the Home and Foreign missionary fields, is attested 
by the fact that the paper has already attained a monthly 
edition of twenty-seven thousand copies. We ask that 
this paper may be introduced into every Baptist church, 
- and read in every Baptist family. 

The American Baptist Publication Society has pre- 
sented a copy of The Madison Avenue Lectures to each of 
our missionaries. This volume, containing discourses de- 
livered by some of the most talented of our Master’s 
servants upon distinctively denominational subjects, will 
be of inestimable value to the men to whom it is given. 
Many of our missionaries struggle against embarrass- 
ments attending the want of a library. This volume of 
lectures will furnish convenient reference, on occasions 


not infrequent, when they meet violent sectarian oppo- 
sition. 


Secretaries. ~ 

At each of the last three anniversary meetings, you 
have authorized your Executive Board to elect an addi- 
tional Corresponding Secretary. But not until the close 
of the past year have they been able to obtain such an 
Officer. On the 31st of J anuary, at a full méeting of the 
Board, Rev. James B. Simmons, then the devoted and 
successful pastor of the Fifth Baptist Church, Philadel- 
phia, was elected to the office. The vote was unanimous. 
We felt that he was the man to whom we could confident-

ly commit the work of a secretary. The thought that

District Secretaries. 
Until the year was half gone we had no District Secre- 
tary in New England. In September the pastors and 
brethren of Boston and vicinity earnestly recommended 
the appointment of Rev. A. P. Mason, D. D., for the 
secretaryship of that district, whereupon he was unani- 
mously elected by your Board. Since that time he has 
rendered very efficient service. 
In none of the other districts have we been favored 
with more than a temporary service. But with additional 
force at the rooms, we hope to return from this meeting 
prepared to prosecute our work more successfully. 

The Treasury. 
The gross receipts for the year ending March 31st 
were, $176,899.08. This sum is $39,088.92 greater than 
_ the gross receipts of the previous year, and $70,000 
greater than the gross receipts of any previous year ex- 
cept the last. 
This liberal increase of resources has been appropriated 
in such manner as to widely extend the influence and 
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usefulness-of our work. We have allowed no funds to lie 
idle in your treasury. Contributions, amounting to 
$17,992.62, have been designated by the donors for the 
Freedmen’s Fund, and $6,717.61 for the Church Hdifice 
Fund. 

Dea. Jonathan Cutler, of Brattleboro, Vt., has, during 
the past year, placed in our treasury nearly $8,000. This 
is the largest contribution ever made in a single year by a 
living contributor. Large contributions are among the 
many cheering assurances that our work is gaining upon 


the appreciation and interest of those wealthy men who 


think and act for Christ and their country. 
Indian Missions. 

Four missionaries have been employed among the 
Cherokees, and two among the Creeks. These are labor- 
ing under the direction of Rev. J. B. Jones. 

We have also had a missionary at the Pottawattamie 
Station. Indemnity has been secured from the Govern- 
ment for damage done to the property of this mission. 


~* We expect to secure the replacement of the appurten- © 
ances of the Cherokee Mission, which were destroyed 


during the war. Rev. Dr. Taylor has visited these and 
other \nations during the year. We print extracts from 
one of<his letters : 

‘‘T am in the Indian Territory, the home of the Joneses, 
and the field of their richest triumphs under God. 

‘The Indian Territory is most emphatically missionary 
ground. Though under the government of the United 
States, and in immediate communication with the living 
Christianity of the States, yet portions of it are scarcely 
less pagan than those pagan nations of the East to which, 
for more than half a century, we have been sending the 
bread of life. I have recently visited a most interesting 
and large tribe of Indians, the Poncas, among whom a

school has never been established, nor a gospel preacher 
ever heard. This tribe are almost literally within the 
sound of the gospel preached to our white population, 
and mingle with our people day by day; and yet know 
no more of Jesus Christ, of our Bible, or of the forms of 
our Christian worship, than the Hindoo or Chinese who 
have never seen a missionary. I have thus found pagan- 
ism as real and debasing, under almost the very shadows 
of our Protestant churches, as can be found in the darkest 
heathenism of India. Is it that: ‘‘ distance lends enchant- 
ment to the view,” that we bear the cross to the benight- 
ed of Africa or Asia, while our red brethren, at our very 
doors, by whole tribes, are left to die and meet us at the 
- judgment, without having received from us, in their own 
tongue, a single messenger or message of eternal life ? 

‘“A more successful Protestant mission can hardly be 
named on the face of the globe than is found in our own 
Baptist mission among the Cherokee tribe of Indians. 
Thousands have been converted, and have given the best 
evidences possible, in life and in death, of the genuineness 
of their faith in Jesus Christ. No more efficient or devot- 
ed preachers have been raised up on any foreign mission 
field than have been-and are to-day to be found among 
the Cherokee Indians. Their Legislative Councils, which 
I have just visited, will not suffer in comparison with 
either House of Congress at Washington for decorum and 
respectful attention to the business before them. They 
have gained this social and intellectual status chiefly 
through the influence of Christian missions. Less than 
fifty years ago they were wild barbarians. ‘Behold, what 
hath God wrought!’ 

‘We have the grant from the Cherokee Legislature of 
orie hundred and sixty acres of land, not otherwise ap- 
propriated, wherever we may choose to locate it, for our 
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_ mission premises, with the free use of fuel and materials, 
to build to whatever a, we may deem it necessary 
for the promotion of our Work. 
“We must not think of expending less than three thou- 
dollars per annum upon these Southwestern Indian 


missions for some years to come, if we attempt to conduct — 


them with any sort of efficiency. If the friends of Indian 
missions would put the money into our treasury, double 
this sum could be wisely expended in the Indian Territory 
alone. Our mission among the Pottawattamies in Kansas, 
and our contemplated mission in Dakotah among the 
Poncas, will require for the present at least a thousand 
dollars each to conduct them with proper efficiency.” 


Missionaries Among Foreigners. 


It is estimated that there are now on our field over six 
millions of foreigners. These are from different nations, 
speaking different languages, and scattered over all parts 
of the country. They are ‘‘no longer-foreigners, but fel- 
-low-citizens.” They live where we live, they labor where 
we labor, their children are educated with our children ; 
but only in the gospel can they be ‘made nigh by the 
blood of Christ.” 

Early in the year we secured the services of Prof. Rau- 
schenbusch, to make a tour of inspection and exploration 
for the benefit of our missions among the Germans. He 
spent four months visiting our stations in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Missouri, and Kansas. He furnished 
us with valuable information, from which we are able to 
conduct our German missions more intelligently. We have 
also the sympathy of the German Baptist Conferences, and 
are greatly assisted by their Committees. Three new 
appointments have been made to labor among the Scan- 
dinavians. We have had under commission forty-nine for- 
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eigners who are regularly ordained preachers. They 
have labored among the Germans, the Hollanders, the 
French, the Welsh, the Norwegians, the Swedes, and the 
Danes. | 

Missionaries Among the Colored People. 

Fifty ordained ministers, or about one-sixth of the 
whole number employed by the Society during the year, 
have been commissioned to labor exclusively for the col- 
ored people. Thirty of them were colored preachers, and 
have devoted themselves to the work of the Lord in 
important cities and districts in the Southern States. 
We have aided ninety-seven colored Baptist churches, by 
partially or wholly supporting their pastors, or by help- 
Ing them to secure meeting-houses. 


“Education of Colored Preachers. 

_ Instructed as we were to “give special attention to 
the education of colored preachers,” we have not been 
neglectful of this work. The effort to provide suitable 
accommodations for Rev. Dr. Binney’s school failed: But 
of this providence, by which his valuable services were lost 
to us, we will not complain, since by means of it he has been 
given again to the work of training a native ministry among 
the heathen of the far East, for which he is so eminently 
qualified. We have sustained schools at Washington, 
Alexandria, Culpeper, Fredericksburg, Williamsburg, 
Richmond, Petersburg, Portsmouth, Raleigh, New Or- 
leans, Murfreesboro’, Nashville, Albany, and Ashland. 
The teachers of these schools and our missionaries have 
given instructions to more than three hundred colored 
preachers and persons having the ministry in view. Those 
who were already preachers and pastors, by our help have 
been made better preachers and pastors. Those who were 
licentiates have received’ such training in our schools as 
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greatly to increase their prospects for rendering efficient 
service as guides of the churches. 


Another class, helped by us, have been the exo 
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the Home Mission Society in this particular field is full 

of promise. A foundation has been laid, and a superstruc- :

care of the churches and.God’s continued blessing to obtain 

a growth commensurate with the wants of the field.”

Your Board was directed at the last anniversary, not 
only to give ‘‘ special attention to the religious education 
of colored preachers,” but ‘to continue its work among 
the freedmen, with such increased efficiency as the means 
placed at its disposal would allow.” In obedience to this 


instruction, fifty-nine persons have been employed as 
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teachers of day schools for the education of colored youth. 
Assisted by their more advanced scholars, they have given 
instruction to six thousand one hundred and thirty-six 
pupils. These teachers are devoted members of Baptist 
churches. They have souglit the religious, as well as the 
mental, improvement of the pupils under their care. 
Their work has not been limited to the school-room; 
they have gone from house to house, giving counsel and 
instruction in domestic affairs; they have been almoners 
of bounties, sent to the aged and suffering. They have 
given from their own small salaries and from their ward- 
robes. They have been the leading spirits in the Baptist 
Sabbath schools, on their respective fields of labor. The 
most extensive revivals of religion have been apparently 
the result of their labors and the answer to their prayers. 


‘More than a score of youths, who were indebted chiefly to 


them for education, have been converted, and have turned 
their faces toward the Christian ministry. 
Our appropriations specifically for the education of 


freedmen during the year, arffount to $36,925.11. 


| The Church Edifice Fund. 
The Committee, appointed at your last meeting to con- 


+ sider the question of increasing the Church Edifice Fund, 


reported that, in their judgment, ‘“‘ the necessity for a 
speedy and large increase of this fund can not be exag- ~ 
gerated.” 

_ In no other department of our work have we been so 
much embarrassed as in that of securing meeting-houses 
for our missionary churches. : 

More than one hundred churches have appealed to us 
within the year for aid in building their meeting-houses. 
To eight among the most important of these applications, 
we were able, by borrowing from the General Fund, to 
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make loans, amounting to $12,500, during the year. To 
more than one hundred of the appeals we have made the 
painful negative reply. They are added to the long list of 
opportunities in which, from the want of an adequate 
Church Edifice Fund, we have permitted the progress: of 
the Christian religion to be retarded. 

The grand building operations which other denomina- 
tions have inaugurated will eclipse our work in the Home 
Mission field if we do not arouse to an appreciation of our 
situation. We can not afford to delay another year the 
increasing of our Church Edifice Fund. No meagre fund 
will meet a demand which shall be as constant as it is 
pressing. We must rally, and at once, to secure the fa- 
cilities necessary to the propagation of our faith. 

On the 6th of December, 1866, we unanimously adopt- 
ed the following preamble and ré&olution 

Whereas, in the deliberate judgment of this Executive Board, a large increase 


of our Church Edifice Fund is one of the most desirable objects now before the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society ; therefore 


Resolved, That the Executive Board do now proceed to appoint a suitable man 
to undertake the important work of raising this fund to $500,000 as soon as 
practicable, 


Rev. Dr. Taylor was elected to prosecute this spe- 


cial work. Our denomination is false to its faith if it | 


fails in this undertaking. 


The following plan and By-laws have been adopted for 


the management of the fund : 


Plan and By-Laws ofthe Church Edifice Fund. 


Tuts Funp is raised. and established for the purpose of loaning 
money to promising Baptist churches occupying important fields, to 
help them to obtain suitable houses of worship. 


The Executive Board shall have the custody and management of 


this fund, and shall transact the business with every church apply- 


ing for a loan to enable it to build, buy, or improve a meeting-house, . 
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through its legally elected Trustees, who must send to the Board 
with their application the following papers, viz..: 

1. A certified copy of their Charter or Act of Incorporation. 

2. A copy of the Proceedings of the Ecclesiastical Council that recog- 
nized the church, or satisfactory evidence that the church was properly 
organized, and is in the fellowship of regular Baptist churches. 

8. A copy of the vote of the church or society authorizing the Trustees 
to obtain the loan applied for, with a certificate of the clerk of the church, 
signed by the deacons, showing that the vote was unanimously passed at 
a regular meeting of the church. 

4. An abstract of title, with searches, showing that the church has on 
Record a good title to, and owns in fee siinple and unencumbered, the lot 
on which the church edifice is, or is to be, located; also a map of said 
lot, and an estimate of its salable value. The Trustees of a church propos- 
ing to build a meeting-house must send the plans and specifications for it, 
for the examination of the Board, stating the probable cost of the house. 
The Trustees of a church proposing to buy a meeting-house must send to 
the Board a description of the house, stating its cash value, and the price 
_at which they can buy it. The Trustees of a church proposing to improve 
their meeting-house must send a description of it to the Board, specifying 
what improvements they intend to make, and what the property will be 
worth when completed. 

When the Board have found the foregoing papers satisfactory, and 
have reasons for believing that the members of the church and con- 
gregation have done their duty in helping themselves, they may 
grant so much of the loan asked for as they can in fairness to 
other churches applying for assistance, and shall require security for 
the payment of the loan by a bond and first mortgage on the meeting- 
house and lot, bearing interest at seven per cent. per annum, and 
payable semi-annually to the Treasurer of the Society, or his order ; 
and whenever a church shall fail to pay the interest prompitly, the 
principal shall become due, and the Board may, at their option, fore- 
close the mortgage. 

The Board shall not make a loan to a church amounting to more 
than one-half of the value of the meeting-house and lot when com- 
pleted, and they shall in all cases reserve the right to advance the 
money by installments ; the first one never to exceed the value of the 
lot; and they shall his reserve the right to withhold a loan granted 
to A church which does not commence building or improving its 
meeting-house within six months after the grant. 

And the Board shall grant to all churches having loans from this 
fund the right to pay on their mortgages, before they become due, 
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any sums not less than one hundred dollars, at the times of paying 
the semi-annual interest. 

The Board shall make all loans on condition that the Trustees 
of the church will keep their meeting-house fully insured against 
fire in some Company approved by the Board ; that they shall deposit 
with the Treasurer of the Society the policy of insurance, legally 
assigned, as collateral security for the loan,—loss, if any, payable 
to the Society to the amount of their Claims as mortgagees ; and that 
whenever,the Trustees fail to kéep their church edifice fully insured, 
the Board may insure the same at the expense of said church. 

Before paying any part of a loan granted to a church, the Ex- 
ecutive Board shall require the Trustees of said church to send to 
the Treasurer a bond and mortgage on their house and lot, duly ex- 
ecuted to the Society, and also a certificate from a responsible coun- 
selor-at-law, living in their vicinity, declaring that said bond and 
mortgage are executed and acknowledged in due form of law, to 
_bind the, corporation and the real estate described therein. Then the 
“Board shall pay over the loan granted, by installments or otherwise, 
and shall charge interest on each sum only from the date of its pay- 
ment, but shall never abate any interest due the Society ; nor shall 
they ever loan any money from this fund without interest, but shall 
cause all interest received by the Society from churches having loans 
from this fund to be added to the principal, until the amount reaches 
$1,000,000 at least, when the Executive Board for the time being 
shall submit to the Society to decide whether the interest shall con- 
tinue to be added to the principal, or the whole, or a part of it, shall 
be applied to the general purposes of the Society.

Anp Wuereas, The said Society, in consideration of said 
request, and of the importance and necessity of the work, has 
taken upon itself the burden and expense of procuring subscrip- 
tions for additions to said fund, and of collecting, investing, and 
managing the same ; 

Now THEREFORE, We, the subscribers, in consideration of the 
premises, do hereby agree to, and with the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society, and with each other, to pay to the Treas- 
urer of said Society for the time being, to be appropriated to the 
objects of the said “Church Edifice Fund,” the sums set opposite 
to our names respectively, the same to be paid in five equal annual 
installments, unless otherwise specified by us in writing at the 
time of our several subscriptions, in which case we agree to pay 
the same as thus specified.

Co-operating State Conventions. 


The Baptist Conventions of the States of Michigan, In- 
diana, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas, and Calli- 
fornia, are co-operating with us upon the following plan : 
The Board of each Convention selects a general exploring 
and soliciting missionary for its State. He receives our 
commission, and makes monthly or quarterly reports of 
his explorations and receipts to us. He attends the regu- 
lar monthly or quarterly meetings of the Board of his 
State, and reports the destitute fields, their relative im- 
portance and promise. The State Board, in counsel with 
the general missionary, decides which fields in their State 
shall be cultivated by missionary labor. They select the 
men who shall occupy such destitute fields, or apply to 
us to secure the men. They decide what portion of the 
salary shall be raised for the missionary from his field, 
and ask us to furnish the balance necessary for the mis- 
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sionary’s support. The general missionary, with the as- 
sistance of the State Boards and the pastors, is to collect 
all the moneys he can from his State for our treasury. 
We make our appropriations in each of these co-operating 4 “tf 
States as the State Boards respectively desire. Hach i. 
State Board, with the general missionary, examines into 
the merits of every application sent from its State for A 
missionary assistance. Each missionary duplicates his i 
quarterly reports, sending one copy to us, and the other 
copy to the Board of the State Convention. 

The above plan is working without embarrassment, and 
we are convinced that by it our work is more efficiently 


* and economically conducted than it has been under any a 
former system. It has the following advantages: a 


1. It simplifies the work, by dispensing with one gen- 
eral and collecting missionary in each of the co-operating 
States, and by giving unity to operations which, though 
not inharmonious, were formerly diverse. 
2. It secures to us the vigilant interest of eminent 
brethren in each co-operating State, who are careful that 
the funds of the denomination shall not, by any. possi- 
5 bility, be appropriated in their respective States to , | 
unimportant fields. 
3. It secures from the churches which apply to us for Ne 
help the most vigorous efforts they can put forth for the i 
support of their missionaries. ie 
4. It secures much larger contributions from each ie 
of the co-operating States than their combined offerings i 
to this Society and to the State Convention amounted to 
heretofore. 
5. It imparts interest to the work of the year, and to 4 
the anniversary occasions of the State organizations. 
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The Pacific Coast. 

The California Baptist State Convention has been re- 
organized. Rev. O. C. Wheeler, the first missionary sent 
to the Pacific Coast; has been chosen its Corresponding 
Secretary. The neglected places of that State and of the 
coast demand immediate attention. The Convention 
proposes to spare no effort in securing a systematic and 
thorough evangelization of its State. We shall be called 
upon for assistance, and we hope to be able to render it. 
We are looking anxiously for the men whom God would 
have us.send to Nevada. 

Rev. A. B. Earle, writing from Portland, Oregon, after 
speaking of the wonderful destitution and opportunities 
for successful ministerial labors, exclaims: ‘‘ Oh! can’t 
you send twenty SpurGeons to this coast at once. Other 
denominations are awake and doing nobly, and I hope 
the Baptist family will also be awake to the importance 
of this field. This is the time to strike.” | 

Rev. Mr. Buckbee, now visiting the State of California, 
says in a letter received this month: ‘‘The Baptist cause 
on this coast needs fifty earnest, working - preachers, 
Brethren Cheney, Wheeler, Hendrickson, Francis, Lud- 


low, and others, are doing all they can. They must have 
help.” 
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Encouraging Crowth. 

With an industrious corps of agents canvassing the 
churches five years ago, the income of the Society was 
but one-fifth of its income under a system which abolished 
ordinary agencies, and placed the responsibility of raising ~ 
funds for Home Missiogs upon the pastors of the churches. 
The number of pastog# who assume and faithfully dis- 
charge the duties offthis gratuitous agency, is steadily 

- increasing. | 

While our churches have thus been enlarging their 
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liberality the Society has been enlarging the field of its 
operations, increasing the number of its laborers, and 
gathering the fruits of its work. Four years ago, its 
$35,000 employed ninety-six missionaries, who baptized 
four hundred and ninety-four converts, and had five thou- 
sand and sixty children in their missionary Sabbath 
schools; this last year its $176,899.08 employed three 
hundred and sixty-seven missionaries, who baptized seven 
thousand two hundred and thirty-six converts, and had 
thirty-eight thousand seven hundred and thirteen children 
in missionary Sabbath schools. Four years ago, the 
money in the Home Mission treasury secured the preach- 
ing of seven thousand two hundred and eight sermons ; 
last year, the missionaries preached thirty-one thousand 
six hundred and seventy-nine sermons. four years ago, 
the missionaries made religious visits to twelve thousand 
two hundred and forty-eight families; last year, they 
made religious visits to eighty-one thousand one hundred 
and thirty-three families. our years ago, they held four 
thousand three hundred and fifty-eight prayer meetings; 
last year, they held eighteen thousand nine hundred and 
two prayer meetings. Four years ago, they organized 
seventeen churches; last year, they organized one hun- 
dred and thirty-two churches. | 

Such is the work which is increasing upon the hands of 
your Executive Board. It is to flourish and increase, for 
our churches will foster it until, in every city, village, and 


hamlet of yet unpeopled prairies, the word of God shall 


be proclaimed, and the institutions of Christianity shall be 
established by our missionaries. 

The growth of this work, during the past five years, 
will be seen by reading downward the columns of the 
following tabular statement :
